and the fact that there are more than one thousand 
apartments in all has not prevented the formation of 
exceptionally fine galleries, corridors and staircases, 
ind guest-rooms innumerable. Two of these, the Grand 
Hall and the Victoria Hall, will accommodate fifteen 
hundred and five hundred persons at banquet and ball 
respectively. All the latest modern appliances for 
lighting, ventilation and locomotion, and all those self- 
contained the modern hotel which 
make it a little town of itself, have been adopted. The 
furnishing and decorations are handsome and luxurious. 

The decoration of the library is particularly appro 
priate. As the Hotel Cecil overlooks the river, it was 
thought that some features identified with the history 


conveniences of 
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of the Thames introduced into the decorative treatment 
would be of interest. This idea has been carried out by 
a clever artist, who has shown his sympathy with hi 
work in a series of scenes extending from the Tower t 
Windsor, those nearer the former point showing th 
river busy with the gayly-appointed barges of the ol 
civic companies with the historic buildings on th 
Middlesex side of the river in the background, whil 
higher up the river various aquatic games of the perio 
are depicted. The figures are represented as attired i: 
the glowing and even gorgeous costumes of the period 


of Henry VIII. Pictures of old mansions, too, hav: 
been introduced, these being reproductions from 


authenticated old prints. 

Passing from the library to the public dining-room 
a most acceptable feature may be noticed in the com- 
fortable room on the right—set apart as a waiting-room, 
where residents at the hotel may await expected guests 
In this room is a very fine mantelpiece, in the upper 
part of which is a graphic representation of Cecil 
House, temp. 1630. On the left is a buffet and service 
screen over which is a panel portraying Queen Eliza- 
beth’s visit to Hatfield House in 1568, Into this picture 
many historical figures are introduced—notably Charles, 
Earl of Nottingham; Henry Brooke, sixth Lord Cobham ; 
Lord Herbert, afterward Marquis of Worcester, Sir Wal 
ter Raleigh, Lord Herbert of Cardiff, Roger Manners, 
Earl of Rutland, Edmund, fourth Earl of Worcester ; 
Lady Anne Russell, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Anthony 
Cooke, and Lady Harrington, the married ladies being 
noticeable by their ruffs completely covering their 
neck, as was the custom after marriage. Other panels 
represent such well-known figures as the Lord of Bur- 
leigh, Drake, Lord Robert Cecil, the Earl of Essex and 
Queen Elizabeth. The furniture throughout is of rich 
Spanish mahogany, the carpet of a warm red pile, 
while the curtains are of a vigorous scroll pattern. 
Adjoining the public dining-room is the river dining 
room, where the decorations are of an Italian charac- 
ter, with Raphealesque ornaments and figures. 


HORSELESS CARRIAGES IN LONDON, 

London has been having a surfeit of exhibits of 
mechanically propelled carriages. Two of these were 
until recently running simultaneously, showing about 
a score of distinct types of motor—electric, steam, 
petroleum and benzoline. The exhibition at the Crystal 
Palace was, it is true, not by any means confined to 
horseless carriages. Every description of road vehicle 
and every means of road locomotion was illustrated 
either pictorially or by means of models or actual ex 
amples. Here were to be seen the gorgeous gilt car in 
which each new Lord Mayor has for nearly a century 
and a half made his state progress through the city on 
the day of his installation; the little coach built for the 
late Prince Imperial when a child, and the first carriage 
possessed by the Queen of England—a pretty little 
vehicle in which her Majesty, in her childhood, was 
drawn about the gardens of Kensington Palace by a 
donkey. 

In the loan collection, to which nearly all the mem- 
bers of the royal family, as well as many foreign sov- 
ereigns, made contributions, were to be seen the first 
brougham ever made—the identical carriage named 
after its possessor, the great Lord Brougham ; the ‘‘Cape 
Spider’ used by Lord Randolph Churchill in his South 
African travels, and the original model of the Queen’s 
state carriage built for Queen Charlotte at a cost of 
nearly six thousand five hundred pounds, and still used 
by Queen Victoria. Only a few horseless carriages 
were to be seen at work on the opening day, among 
them a Daimler motor car driven by Sir David Salo 
mons, two of Arnold's motor carriages, and a little 
petroleum-driven carriage built by Mr. John H. Knight, 
and said to be the first vehicle of its class built in Eng 
land, Specimens of other types were subsequently 
added. 

At the other exhibition, at the Imperial Institute. 
among the vehicles shown were the Kane-Pennington 
motor carriage from this country, a couple of Daimle 
motor cars, the Lutzmann carriage, and two remark 
able petroleum motor tricycles, the Dion and Briton 
and the Boliée, the latter a tandem, which ran with 
wonderful ease and speed.

THE POLITICAL SENSATION OF THE WEEK. 

The Populists of Indiana make the announcement 
that within the last ten days an understanding has been 
reached whereby the Populists of every State in the 
Union are to accept the platform and candidate of the 
Chicago Convention, in case both are for free silver. 
Leading Populists, who do not care to have their names 
used at this time, say it is altogether likely that their 
party will be a thing of the past by August 1. 

In accordance with the negotiations which began 
everal months ago, the Populist National Convention 
ind the convention of the National Silver party have 
been called to meet in St. Louis on the same day, July 
22, two weeks after the meeting of the Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago. 

The leading Democratic advocates of free silver 
throughout the country, it is said, have been quietly 
informed that, if the Chicago Convention shall adopt a 
free silver plank, and nominate a candidate who will 
pledge himself to sign a free coinage bill, if one shall 
come to him from Congress, the action of the conven- 
tion will be indorsed by the two St. Louis Conventions 
ind the obituary of the Populist party and the National 
Free Silver party will be written. 

The Populist leaders at Indianapolis are in receipt of 
a circular letter from the Silver party which says, in 
part: “If by any chance real Democracy should tri- 
umph at Chicago and a candidate be named whose 
record justifies the confidence of the believers in mone- 
tary reform, that candidate will be taken at St. Louis 
without any quibbling.”’ 

In order that the Populist party might be in better 
condition to be received in the Democratic free silver 
fold, representatives of the party have been traveling 
through the West and South for six weeks insisting that 
the State conventions be postponed until after the 
Democratic National Convention and the convention in 
July shall have been held, and asking, too, that the 
Populists make up their minds to abandon all the 
“isms’’ that have stamped the party, and stand for the 
free coinage of silver as the pre-eminent issue. 





THE LATE NASR-ED-DIN, SHAH OF PERSIA. 


It is announced that in all directions the plans sug- 
gested are being carried out. In many States there 
have been conferences between the leading free silver 
Democrats, representatives of the National Silver party 
and the Populists. It is said that last week there was 
a meeting of representatives of Indiana free silver 
Democrats, Populists and National Silver party men. 
The representatives of the Populists announced in the 
meeting that the State Convention had been postponed 
until August, in order that the party might have the 
action of the Chicago Convention before it previous to 
arranging for the campaign. 

The word of the Populist leaders was pledged that the 
Populists will abandon their organization in the State if 
the Democratic Convention shall declare for free silver 
and send to Chicago a solid delegation for free silver. 


THE LATEST FROM THE TRANSVAAL. 

A dispatch from Sir Hercules Robinson, Governor 
of the Cape Colony, has been received by the British 
Government, in which it is announced that the Trans- 
vaal authorities have reached a decision in the cases of 
fiftv-nine of the members of the Reform: Union who 
were recently convicted in connection with the con- 
spiracy against the South African Republic and were 
sentenced to imprisonment, fine and banishment. A 
number of these prisoners will be released immediately, 
and others will receive their freedom at the expiration 
of three months, while a part of those still remaining 
in custody will be allowed to renew their requests for a 
cancellation of their sentences after five months shall 
have elapsed, and four of the condemned men will have 
the same privilege at the end of a year from the date of 
their sentences. That portion of the judgment of the 
court imposing a fine upon the convicted men will 
stand, but the banishment clause will be suspended 
provided the prisoners give their word of honor not to 
interfere in future in the politics of the Republic.

As the waters of the Niagara River 
through the Rapids and over the Falls they make a 
descent of about two hundred and fourteen feet In a 
distance less than a mile.

It was seen that the simplest way of utilizing the force 
was to build canals along the river by the Rapids, above 
the Falls, letting the water discharge into the river a 
little way below the intake.

Therefore visitors meet with “positively 
no admittance Little else can be said about it, 
although the plant is probably quite as interesting as 
the Carborundum Works, and that is interesting indeed 

Chemically carborundum is carbide of silicon. In its 
various finished forms it takes the place of emery and is 
especially valued by lapidaries or in any work where a 
fine abrasive is required. Its secret nature is the pro- 
portion used of ground coke, crushed sandstone, saw- 
dust and salt. This mixture is placed in a peculiar 
furnace of brick, no mortar or cement of any kind being 
employed. There are five of these furnaces seventeen 
feet long, six feet wide and six feet high. Four stout 
copper tables are tixed to a large bronze plate at either 
end of the furnace, and beneath the floor of it extends 
large bars of copper carrying the electric current. To 
these bars are attached the cables. Connecting with 
the inner surface of the plates are sixty carbon rods, 
thirty inches long and three inches in diameter which 
project through the furnace walls, forming the termi- 
nals. When the furnace is half full of the carborundum 
mixture the workman lays a core composed of small 
grains ot coke, Ww hich serves to forma continuous elec- 
trical connection between the terminals. Then the 
furnace is filled and the current is turned on, first at a 
somewhat higher potential than one hundred and 
eighty-five volts. Gradually it is reduced to one hun- 
dred and eighty-five volts, at which point the current 
remains for twenty-four hours. 

After the current is cut off and the walls have been 
pulled down a great loaf presents itself, the mixture 
having become caked, This crust is pulled off, laying 
bare the carborundum in the form of beautiful pristine 
crystals. It is subsequently ground to a powder when 
it is purified in tanks of sulphuric acid. Then it is dried 
ind sifted to various sizes, from granules like medium 
runpowder to a powder as fine as rouge. These powders 
are mixed with an adhesive material, molded, placed in 
hydraulic presses and afterward vitrified in kilns. Then 
it appears on the market as wheels, hones, files, rub- 
stones, knife and scythe sharpeners, slip and cloth, 
There has been such a demand for carborundum the 
plant has been built to accommodate three or four 
thousand horse-powe1 

Acetyline gas, a new illuminant. is to be manufact- 
ured on a large scale at Niagara Falls, but that is a sub- 
ject in itself. 
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Buffalo will be the big patron of the Niagara Falls 
Power Company after January, 1897, a franchise having 
been signed which requires the company to deliver ten 
thousand horse-power on or before that date. Addi 
tional power is to be furnished on demand of a given 
number of subscribers. The energy will be transmitted 
by overhead wires, the route to be along the Erie Canal.

OUR FIREMEN MAY NOT COMPETE, 

There seems to be some doubt as to whether the New 
York Fire Department will be represented at the tourna- 
ment in London next month. Commissioner Ford has 
already collected nearly six thousand dollars of the ten

Chief Bonner said that he thought the whole matter 
would better be dropped, ‘‘for reasons,”’ as he said, ‘‘that 
are known to every one in the party and that concerns 
nobody out of it.’”’ 

Commissioners La Grange and Ford say they are 
very much disappointed, but they have not as yet been 
officially informed that Mayor Strong objects fo the 
men going. If the New York Fire Department does not 
send a team, Chief Beasley will see if Chicago will 
send one. 

CUBA. 

With regard to the resolutions favoring Cuban bellig- 
erency the policy in both Senate and House committees 
is to let these resolutions drift along without action. It 
has required strenuous effort on the part of the con- 
servatives in both Houses to prevent the adoption of 
much stronger resolutions than those which were finally 
passed by concurrent vote, Some of the friends of a 
conservative policy have yielded to some extent to the 
clamor for radical action. They have felt, however, 
that a certain amount of yielding was all that would 
prevent the two Houses from taking the bits in their 
teeth, and plunging the country into war with Spain.
